Roosevelt said the day should 
be observed on August 19 in each succeeding year in recog- 
nition of the Wright brothers’ and America’s pre-eminent 
posiifon in aviation.

BISHOP (#) — A mountain 
climber rescued after a 50-foot fall 
near the top of 13,971-foot Mt. 
Humphrey is hospitalized today 
and expected to recover. 

Harry Abraham, 27, Berkeley, 
Calif., was struck on the head by 
a falling rock and fell 50 feet 
while climbing the peak with a 
Sierra club party. He suffered 
lacerations from head to foot and 
shock, but Dr. Harry Mayer, Red- 
wood City, one of the rescuers, 
said there were no broken bones. 

The accident occurred Tuesday.
